BUEACH OF PHOMISE CASE. 



An Amusing Trial in England, 

A SUell-FIsli Shop-keeper's Suit nj;"i"»t " 
Gluts ami Uottlo Mercilant— the State- 
ment oftlm fair Plaintiff— Movr sho 
ira> Interrupted !>>' Court— 

BverythlnK Donietl i>y tho l)o- 
Ifendsnt- I'he Verdict. 



An amusing breach of promise suit 
■was tried in tho Queen's Bench Di- 
vision, in London, before Lord Chief- 
Justice ou the Ut.li iust. Tho action 
•was that of Jann Perry, the keeper of 
a shell-lish shop, who sued J. H. 
Leeuw, a glass and bottle merchant, 
for a breach of promise. The defend 
ant denied the promise. Tho fair 
plaintiff said— I first became acquaint- 
ed with the defendant in 1870 by his 
frequenting tho shop; when I became 
acquainted with him I knew ho was in 
the bottle way and such like, (laugh- 
ter;) he is also a barge owner; in 1870 
he proposed marriage to me; hut I told 
him I could not marry while my mo- 
ther was alive; ho said he had laid out 
some thousands on tho purchase of 
hia premises at Baukside; be said he 
bad laid out XI, 000 in tho description 
of his bouse; £500 or £600 in plate 
glass; he told me bis house was fur- 
nished "beautiful," and he was only 
eeekiug for a wife; ho said, "Well, 
what do you say yourself; you are a 
good daughter to your parent ?" 

Tho Lord Chief-Justice — And what 
did you say for you t sell"? (Laughter.) 
A. — I said I would never leave my 
parent; my mother died in July, 1871, 
and tho business then became mine; at 
tho end of 1871 the defendant called 
upon me and said "Your mother is 
dead, and what do you think of alter- 
ing your condition?" I said, "I must 
be strict iu tho way in which I show 
my proper respect; therefore not be- 
fore six. months;" ho came to tho house 
threo or four times a week; at tho end 
of six mouths he called again, and 
said the time had elapsed, what would 
I do ? I said, "That ia under consid- 
eration. I am an Englishwoman; 
you are a foreign gentleman; I think 
you had hotter marry your own country- 
woman, for she can speak your own 
sentiments, (laughter,) which I can- 
not;" ho called again, and I said I be- 
lieved he was honorable, and I would 
marry him; ho said ho proposed thut 
wo should bo married to-morrow; I 
begged not so soon asthat,hut he said, 
'•Yes, I have thoroughly made up my 
mind; I mean to he married to-morrow 
morning iu St. Saviour's Church;" I 
said, ' 'Oh, don't have it in St. Saviour's 
Church;" ho said, "Why V" and 1 re- 
plied, "So many people have known 
mo from my childhood, and there 
would be such a rumor." 

Tho Lord Chief Justico— Bu<; you 
were not ashamed of it? (Laughter.) 
A. — That is what I said, sir; he said it 
must bo nt St. Saviour's Chinch; and 
I agreed; ho said he "did not like to 
spend much money on tho marriage, 
it was nonsense;" I agreed with him, 
nndsaid I admired economy .(laughter;) 
I referred to being in deep mourning; 
bo said, "That don't matler.it will 
soon bo over;" 1 said "tho hour is 
drawing late, 1 must wish you good- 
bye /' and tben I left tho shop and 
wont into tho kitchen; I was fetched 
back twice to speak to him: ho said he 
was afraid I wouhl not keep my word, 
and I said 1 had pledged my honor, 
and I would keep my word; he put his 
hand in his pocket, and produced a 
marriago license; lie afterwards said ho 
would hot leave till the morning; I 
aoid that wouhl be ry wrong, and 
implored him to leave; I thon wont in- 



to the parlor, and locked myself in and 
turned tho light down; I saw him again 
that night. 

The Lord Chief-Justice — How, if 
you had locked yourself in? A. — 
Through tho blind. (Laughter.) I 
heard him saying iu strong terms, "I 
don't leave this house to-night ;" he 
said to the boy iu the shop, Daniel 
Davis, "I shall marry your missus in 
tho morning; what aro you going to do 
for a situation?" He offered him a 
situation, as ho said the shell-fish shop 
would bo shut up, but tho boy refused; 
the defendant left at 11:30; the next 
morning I got up and dressed myself 
for tho occasion. (Laughter.) I was 
still in mourning, and covered it up 
with a nun's white "wail" (veil)Laugh- 
ter.) 

Counsol — Did tho defendant turn 
up? (Great laughter.) A. --No, sir; 
about 11 o'clock that day Captain 
Smith and a gentleman, name un- 
knowii, but who went by the name of 
"tee Colonel," (laughter) came in; I 
sent a message by them to Mr. Leouw, 
who called in the evening, but I would 
not see him then for a whole week; on 
his eighth visit ho raised his hat in a 
gentlemanlike manner (laughter) and 
apologized. 

The Lord Chief-Justico — "What did 
he say — that ho bad overslept himself? 
(Laughter.) A. — I shook hands with 
him. 

The Lord Chief-Justice — Aro you 
sure that was all? (Laughter.) A. — 
Yos; he said, "'Appoint your own time 
and church; I would sooner have lost 
£1, 000 than you should have broken 
out tho subject to my gentlemen 
friends;" he afterwards called many 
times, and said ho would like to keep 
tho sheil-lisb on; whenever ho came 
with gentlemen ho eaid, "f intend to 
make Miss Parry my wife." 

Tho Lord Chief-Justice —Did you 
ever fix the day or tho church? A. — I 
left it to him. 

The Lord Chief-Justice— -But ho had 
left it to you. (Laughter.) 

Examination continued — He contin- 
ued his visits till, 1S74, when he went 
to Germany; ho returned in June, 
when ho ciuno to see mo oud I treated 
him with coolness because hs had 
stopped away; ho said ho had been 
abroad; I said I rather doubted his 
honor, when bo said, "I have positive- 
ly made up my mind to marry you; I 
go about and spend a deal of money, 
yet thero is nothing liko a wifo." I 
said perhaps be had a wife abroad — 
(great laughter) — and lie seemed very 
indignant ; I Haiti, "Mr. Leeuw, I hope 
you ate not marrying mo for property," 
ho was very angry, and said, "If I 
liked a woman I would marry her if 
sho had not a gown on her back. 
(Laughter.) I had received an anony- 
mous letter, and spoke to him about 
it; I said, there aro two things iu the 
letter which annoyed mo very much — 
tho first is that you aro Booking mo for 
property, the second ia that you aro a 
great gambler;" it is more easy to con- 
ceive than express his countenance; he 
paused for a time, and said, "Ah, Mr. 
Mercer has been my enemy; 1 mean 
marriago toward you like a gentleman ; 
will you let me bavo that letter in the 
morning?" This was inJuue.1874.when 
I was very ill. I asked him if ho in- 
tended to marry mo, and spoko to him 
of his many vows to ine; bo snid ho 
did on his honor as a gentleman. I said, 
"If you did, you would marry me, or 
writo to that effect;" bo said, "You 
know, madamo, I cannot writo Eng- 
lish." I did not see him again till 
February, 1875, when be said ho was 
ashamed to see mo, be had been away 
so long, but he meant to keep his 
promise; ho told mo he would bring 
some gentlemen friends into my parlor 
to play cards, (laughter), but I said I 
would not allow it until I was his wife; 
ha went away, and I did not seo him 
again for a long time. Tho following 
letters from the plaintiff to tho defend- 
ant wero,then put in, and caused much 
amusement in court: —

Slit:— I anxious to obtain A linal 
Auswer from you as regard to inten- 
tion you have toward the Wrighter its 
fore years sinco you furst mitad Tio- 
posial to mo many vows of Honour Its 
bin express by you to tho Wrighter. 
iu conclution as A Gentleman as you 
aro Spoken of by A Bospectablo circuit) 
that you move in that formerly trad en 
at My Establishment, in conclution A 
Ansoter will esteem tho Wrighter. I 
remain) yours most reepectfully. 

Jane Parry 101 Uniou-st. Borough. 
To Mr. J. II. Leeuw Esqre Banksedo. 

March 26, 187(1. 

Sik:-I wright for a final Answer. What 
Ever my of taken pious in your circum- 
stances of this bee assured of Put to tho 
last you will find Miss Parry steadfaa 1 
make this Avoid from A Deop feeling of 
Respect to my character as A Gentleman 
you will give mo a final answer, For it 
will be let in tho end of my Lawyer. I 
remain yours most respectfully,

Cross-examined— I first became uo- 
quainted with the defendant in 1870; it 
must have boon about May, for I recollect 
that oysters bud just gone out. (Great 
laughter.) Mr. Leeuw eama into the 
(.Imp to inquire about them, but did not 
buy anything. (Laughtor.) Tlio pluinliii 
having here stated thut sho hutl a moiiior- 



andum-book iu which «ho hnd outeroil 
what tho defendant had snM to her, but 
which who was unwilling to produce iu 
court, his lordship directed her to go at 
onco and fetch it. 

The plaintiff having returned, and her 
cross-examination hoing continued, sho 
said:— I thought I hud made a memoran- 
dum of what the defendant had said about 
what he had paid for bin business, and 
what ho bud expended on tho house iu 
1870, but I hnd I did not; I did not put 
ooyinward feeling down what he ihen saiJ. 
(Laughter.) I did not put auy founda- 
tion on it; all tho conversation between 
us took plaoe lu tho open shop across the 
counter. I did not think what ho said to 
mo on tiiat oocasion was chuti". 

A Juror — Well, what did you think it 
was? A.— Well, Bir, it was a mattor for 
consideration; I thought it was for the 
conversation of a gentleman iu the high 
position wno was smitten then and there. 
(Great laughter.) He said to me, "Aro 
you an Euglish woman?" and I said, "Yes, 
I ham." 

The Lord Chief-Justfo— There cau bo 
no ilonbt about that now. (Laughter.) 

Cross-examination con tinned— After my 
mother's death ho suid to me, "Miss 
Patry, are you freo to marry?" 

Mr. Molntire - And did you say, "lam, 
Mr. Leeuw, if yon will prove truo?" 
(Great laughter.) 

Plaintiff— He used to call every day, 
and other gentlemen were present. 

Mr. Molntyre — And ho used to say, 
"Gentlemen, this is Miss Parry, whom 1 
am about to marry?" (Laughter.) 

Plaintiff -That is jnst what he did, Sir; 
(Laughter.) Captain Smith and tho Col- 
onel were present on tho morning whou 
Mr. Leouw predicted to marry me, bat 
didn't. (Renewed laughter.) I did not 
know t ll -it Mr, Angus know Mr. Leouw 
uutil 1875; Mr, Angus is opu of my wit- 
nesses to-day; on tho night whou the du- 
feudaut promised mo martidge, and said 
he would not leave, becauso I might not 
keep my promise to marry him the next 
morning, I locked myself in my parlor, 
and told him I did nutltno-.v what foreign 
habits were, but iu England it was not 
customary for a gentletniu to remain in a 
lady's hotibO when sho objected to it; tho 
lad D.tvis was present during the conver- 
sation— ho officiated in tho business. 
(Laughter.) Tho morning I wan to go to 
ohuroh t'-> ba married I saw Davis about 
7 o'clock; I don't say I put tho white wail 
on till Mr. Leeuw came; I had tried it on 
to see if it wouhl "slighten" my mourn- 
ing; I was listening to know if it was his 
voice; my servant girl did not seo tho 
wail; I did not tell her that I was going 
to bo married ; when tho defendant did not 
como I locked up tho wail. 

Mr. Molntyre— And have kept it there 
for the next occasion ? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Wright, one of the counsol, hero 
proposed to put a question, which was 
objected to, when ho said:— The defense, 
my Lord, to this action is that this was 
tho mere chaff of au oyster shop. (Grout 
laughter.) 

The Lord Chief-Justice--Icoufess I am 
not acquainted with that commodity. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Wright— Does your Lordship moan 
the chad' or the oysters ? (Laughter.) 

The Lord Chief Justice— Ohaffl (Groat 
laughter.) 

The lad Daniel D.tvis corroborated the 
plaintiff as to tho.-o matters flpoken to by 
her within his own knowledge. Ho dis- 
tinctly proved tho promise of marriage, 
which was to be the next morning at St 
Saviour's Church. The dofindaut used 
lo come to Miss Parry's shop lor refresh- 
ment, but 1 suppose ho came to seo her 
at well. (Laughter.) 

The Lord Chief-Justice — lie used to eat 
his oysters and make lovo at tho same 
time. (Renewod laughter.) 

George Thomas Warren, a lad now in 
tho service of the plaintiff, uud who wjj 
stopping as a friend at bur house in 1874, 
proved thut on the return of tho defend- 
ant from Guruiuny Miss Parry asked him 
what his intentions were, anil he replied 
that ha hud made up his mind to marry 
her; and alio took his offer. (Laughter.) 

The Lord Chief-Justico— A very mer- 
cantile way of putting it. (Renewed 
laughter.) Under cross-examination tho 
witness said: — Mi"? Patry baa talked to 
mo about this matter about four times to 
renew it in my memory, (Laughter.) I 
recollect ad abo^t i« now, for I have been 
studying it. (Laughter.) I bavo learn- 
ed all about in my own head. 

Mr. Hobor Joseph Leeuw, tho defend- 
ant, was called, and denied in tho most 
positive terms that he had evor made any 
ovortnros of marriage to the plaintiff, or 
had spokon to her about tho money ho 
had paid for his business premises or for 
tho furniture of Ins house. Iu fact, ho 
denied categorically every assertion of tho 
plaintiff with respect to her account of tho 
conversation regarding he mother's death, 
and tho proposed marriage at St. Saviour's" 
Church, &0. Tho Lord Chief Juntico 
said tho case, was becoming a most t-oi ious 
one, for it was quito clear thero was delib- 
erate perjury on one side or the other. 

The Lord Chief Justice (to witnoss — 
Did you ever say to her you would ntop 
in her place all night for fear Mio should 
change her mind about being marriod the 
next morning? A.— 1 never did, my Lord. 

Tho Lord Chief Justice— All that she 
has fcuid about your saying you would 
marry hor next morning at St. Saviour's 
Church is a lichen? A. — It is all a fiction; 
it never occurred; I never offered tho boy 
Davis a situation, telling him I was going 
to marry his mi-tress the following morn- 
ing; I never took off my hat to Miss Par- 
ry and apologized to hor for my conduct 
that evening, and in not coming to marry 
hor the next morning; I was not in Ger- 
many in 1871; I was not out of England 
that year; I never said I had made up my 
mind to many her, and she did not hay I 
might have a wifo abroad; I did not say 
I would marry no ono but an English wo- 
man, and that if I liked a woman I would 
marry her without a gown to her back; 
Miss Puny never produced an anon.vmoos 
letter to me, and I never had auy conver- 
sation with her about it; I never produc- 
ed a marriago hcomo from my pocket; I 
never proposed to take aoiiw friend to 



ulay cards in hor house; I received tho 
two letlers from her which huvo been 
read, and the next thing I heard ^f it was 
in a letter from Lewis & Lewis, of El,>- 
placo; I answered it, and heard no more 
from them; tho nextletier I bad Wusfrom 
Mr, Mures; tho uoxt solicitor, and I was 
served with a writ; when I received too 
first letter frorn Miss Parry I looked upon 
it us a hoax, for I had been joked about 
hor by tho Captain and other friends; I 
do not know who ''|he Colonel" is; I knew 
a Jane Parry of Union street, but I did 
not take the letter to tuo ,'ady at tho oysior 
shop; I did not believe the letter name 
from hor at all. The lads Davis und War 
ren were hero called, ami the defendant, 
looking at them, swore they wore both 
strangers to him until dn-y appeared in 
tho witness box that morning. Ho posi- 
tively denied that the conversations sworn 
to by these witnesses hud over taken 
place. I never was iu the shop when it 
was shutting up; it was not till after my 
solicitor inquired into this matter that I 
heard of tho anonymous lct'.ers, the pla- 
cards and unpaid parcels that had been 
sout to Miss Parry. 

The Lord Chief Justice— Do you uudor 
tako to Bwenr you never, even in joke, 
spoko lo the plaintiff about going to St. 
Saviour's Church and marrying hoi? A.— 
I swear I never did, my Lord. 

Alter uoruo further testimony the court, 
in summing up, said tho question for tho 
jury was which side they believed, for on 
one side or tho other thero must have 
boon perjury. Ono would hardly sup- 
pose that u woman, who occupied a re- 
Bpectable position would, for tho purpose 
of obtaining such modorato damages ub 
sho could expect at Iheir hands, iuvout a 
story which ull the evidence on the other 
side showed to he a pure fiction. The 
jury, without a moment's hesitation, re 
turned a verdict for the defendant, for 
whom judgment was entored, without 
costs.

THE WESTERN TERMINUS. 
The last report of tho Chief Engineer 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway is u bulky 
volume, from which wo havo made many 
extracts without, by any moanB, exhaust- 
ing tho mine of information it contains. 
It may he true, as some Bay, lhat the rail, 
way question is wornthreadbare, ami that 
there remains nothing to bo done but to 
await patiently the arrival of the time 
when Canada's sonao of justice or ber con- 
venience shall impel her to begin railway 
construction in British Columbia. But 
tho volume beforo us contains a good deal 
on matters which uro of interest to tho 
public. A long and somewhat bitter 
controversy has been waged as to the 
point where tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
should first touch saltwater on tho Paci- 
fic. So persistent nnd active were tho 
advocates of each route in advancing its 
claims that the assistance of tho Colonial 
Office was evoked to determine the pro- 
per place for the terminus. A scnos of 
questions was prepared by the Admiralty 
nnd addressed to Naval gentlemen who 
had visited tho Provinoo and to nautical 
geotlerren ctill resident amongst us. I he 
answers to the inquiries have been a.-arco 
]y as satisfactory as was honed, for tho 
gentlenn-n furnishing them differ widely 
iu their opinions as to tbo most advan- 
tageous point. While the weight of tes- 
timonyjof nautical gentlemen is in favor of 
the adoption of Burrard Inlet, ns com- 
pared with all other Mainland ports and 
harbors, it will bo borne in mind that 
their opinions as to the availability of 
eitlior of ttio many snug Island harbors 
was never asked. Tho answers were con- 
fined to Burrard, Bute and Gardner In- 
lets De.in Channel, Skeonamouth, Howe 
Sound and the North Eentinck Arm. No 
questions were asked at to Esquimatt, 
Barclay Sound, Sooke, " ootka Sound or 
Quatsimo. Either Mr. Sandford Flem- 
ing knows all about those harbors, or the 
plsn of the Maodonald Ministry to estab- 
lish tho terminus at Esquiwult with a 
st-jaru ferry ucroi-s Johnson Straits or tho 
Gulf of Georgia has been abandoned. No 
one claims— no ono has ever claimed that 
Bnto Inlet possesses a first-class harbor 
or that it is easy of access for sailing ves- 
sels without towage at any time, but it 
lias been claimed on behalf of Burrard 
Inlet that vessels may, and do. constantly 
proceed under sail to English Bay and 
through the Narrows to tho mills without 
a tow. Tho answers of the nautical men 
to the queriea'dissipato this claim— blow 
it to shreds. All tho evidence is to tho 
effect that from 70 to 00 miles of towage 
is necessary for a sailing ship to reach 
the mills. ' It also goes to show that the 
channels leading to the Inlet may ho com- 
manded and closed to navigation of Brit- 
ish ships, and that a terminus locatod at 
Burrard Inlet would bo subject to depre- 
dation and destruction from tho Ameri- 
can side in caso of war; and in time of 
peace tho trade of tho road could no easily 
tipped at New Westminster by tho 
Norih Pacific railway and the Canadian 
Pacific Trans-continental road become a 
mere feeder to the American lines. The 
lino, if allowed to terminate at Bute Inlet 
would bo secure from attack iu time of 
war, and the trans-continental trade could 
never be tapped by a foreign Hue, because 
tbo actual western terminus would by 
either at Esquimalt or Barclay Sound, 
which vessels of all classes may reach in 
all weathers without towago. This is iho 
whole contention of the advocates of tho 
adoption of tho Bute Inlet route which 
oilers advantages that tho Burrard Inlet 
— virtually an inland port— does not pos- 
sess. In this opinion the testimony of 
the nautical men ns received in Sacdford 
Floiniug's report, will bear U3 out.

Of tho Landwehr only picked 
regiments will go to Bulgaria. 

London, Aug. 10. — An occasional cor- 
respondent of the Tlmei at Vienna says 
that everything tends to show that Meho 
met Ali and Sulioman Pasha aro making 
great efforts to effect a junotiou by Slovn's 
puss so as to dislodge the Russians from 
Tiernova. If they succeed in effecting a 
junction wo may expect shortly to hoar of 
a great battle which will decide this year's 
campaign. 

Buo a a. best, Aug. 10.— A special states 
that tho Czar remains at Beila. Though 
tho Russian army is being strengthened 
rapidly there is littlo chance of any ser- 
ious action for more than a week. Tho 
Turks, instead of acting with energy and 
decision, are building more tk-fousuo 
works. 

Prince Charles has called out 12,000 
Roumanian militia.

Tho first brigade of reinforcements is ex- 
pected to cross tho Danube iu a day or 
two. It is hoped aftor that a brigade will 
cross daily. Tho offensive will doubtless 
bo recommenced beforo all tho rein- 
forcements are at hand, but a large pro 
portion of them aro indispensable. 
Osman Pasha inu&t bo struck decisively. 
At present ho can only bo watched. Tho 
gups through which right flank of Russian 
communication are threatened aro stopped 
by Sobakoskoyand Krudners positions con 
fronting Plevna, and Dragoiniroif's divis- 
ion between Tiernova anil Lovalz. This 
forco is probably sufficient for protec- 
tion, but utterly inadequate for tho re- 
newal of tho offensive. It is estimated 
now that from 00,000 to 70,000 Turks aro 
on the Plovna and Lovalz line and thoy 
will Hike a deal of beating. Tho left flunk 
of Iho Czavowitch's army, which is availa- 
ble for holding tho lino from tho Danube 
to tho Balkans, numbers nbout 00,000 and 
is necessarily attenuated over tho long 
front so ns to leave no gap for tho Turks 
to creep through. 

Constantinople, Aug. 10— Thero is no 
confirmation of the rumors that the Rus- 
sians havo been defeated at Plovna as re- 
ported in official circles hens last night. 
It is reported that tho light is still going 
on. The Russians number 80,000; but 
the strength of tho Turkish entrenched 
positions is considered to compensate 
for their numerical inferiority.

JAPAN. 

YoKortAMA.Jaly 25.— There is consider- 
able excitement and discussion over the 
attempt of the British authorities in Ja- 
pan to prevent Japanese mails from pass- 
ing under tho Porno Postal Treaty upon 
English slpamships. The British Minis- 
ter succeeded by enorgolio representa- 
tions in person in inducing tho Japanese 
to waive their undoubted righls.although 
his course is believe : to bo unwarranted 
and likely to bo repudiated by the homo 
government. The obstructive movement 
is inspired by a desire to secure a subsi- 
dy from Japan for tho Peninsula and Ori- 
entul Co. which tbo Japanese rofuse to 
pay, boing entitled to mail transportation 
nt fixed rates by tho Berne Treaty. It is 
generally believed tho English postofllce 
department is ignorant of tho loeul intri- 
gue and important results are expected to 
follow tho exposure.
